The final date of the CCC enroll- 
ment period has been extended from 
July 20 to July 31, it was announced

Boys and young men hetwceri the 
ages of 17 and 23 jreare inclulive who 
arc in need of employment are per- 
mitted to enroll ihis month; according 
to the Illinois Emergency Relief Com- 
mission, which lus charge of CCC ccr- 
fifications in this itatc 

Under previous federal regulations, 
enrollment was limited lo members of 
families receiving public assistance. 
Present legislation, however, opens 
this service to other young men, if 
they need this employment "to pro- 
vide themscIvcB or their dependents 
with a proper and adequate standard 
of living." 
Selection may be made also of sin- 
■ glc men without dependents when pri- 
ority groups have not filled the county 
quotas. These young men, otherwise 
fully qualified, may be selected upon 
arrangements to establish CCC de- 
posits of an amount identical' with that 
normally made to dependents ($25 per 
month).

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Profits and Losses 

With nearly the same frequency as ever, we hear 
agitators suggesting that we ought to replace our system 
of government and economics with some other system — 
socialism, communism, anarchism, or what have you. 
Theffe detractors have a habit, too, of referring to our 
present system as a "profit" system. 

To use a homely simile, it would be as bad to men- 
tion ham without eggs, or bread without butter, as it 
would be to describe our system as simply a "profit" 
system. It is, instead, a "profit and loss" system. 

Many persons look upon corporations as profit mak- 
ers. They fail to remember that corporations have bad 
years just like individuals do. And, like individuals, in 
good years they need to build up their reserves and credit 
to tide them over bad years. The authors of the cor- 
poration surplus tax forgot that, for although they would 
tax profits which go into reserves they make no allow- 
ance for the application of profits to debts. Nor do they 
let corporations build up reserves for inevitable rainy 
days without paying penalty taxes. 

Statistics sometimes are boring. But in view of the 
fact that corporations ususally are built up as profit- 
makers, and never loss-takers, here are some of the 
Treasury Department's Statistics of Income and the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board which are extremely 
interesting: 

In 1929, which seems to be the level we now aim 
for, 3r^.8 per cent of the nation's manufacturing corpor- 
ations lost money. The best year since the war was 
1919, when only 23.5 per cent reported losses. In 1932, 
exactly 73 per cent of the nation's manufacturing cor- 
porations made no net income, and in 1934, the last year 
for which figures have been tabulated, the loss-takers 
constituted 72.7 per cent of the lotal. 

That seems to be a real "profit and LOSS" system. 

Shall We Kill the Goose? 

One of the nation's leading lawmakers in a recent 
radio address made a rather astounding statement which 
indicated that he has a facility for overlooking funda- 
mentals. 

This lawmaker, advocating passage of a bill he spon- 
sored, said that if it increased costs of production the 
thing to do .would be just to take the increased costs 
■out of profit. That is what is called specious reasoning — 
it looks all right, but that is all. 

Look at it this way. Abraham Lincoln once said: 
*'The prudent, penniless beginner in the world labors 
for wages for awhile, saves a surplus with which to buy

tools or land for himself, then labors for hlmaeU another 
while, and at length hires another new beginner to help 
him. That is the just, generous and prosperous system, 
which opens the way to all, gives hope to all, and conse- 
quent energy, and progress, and improvement of condi- 
tions to all."

If the corporation makes more than it needs, it distrib- 
utes that money to its investors who either spend it, and 
thus provide jobs for the persons who make the' things 
they buy, or reinvest it, and thus provide more jobs in 
the same or another corporation. 

Now what happens if the beginner Lincoln talked 
about is unable to earn a surplus? He remains forever 
unable to hire another beginner. The same is true of a 
corporation. 

Government is necessary. It costs money. That 
money can be obtained only by taxes. The taxes can 
come only out of the surpluses of individuals or corpor- 
ations. If we take all the surpluses in taxes; if we do 
away with all profits, we naturally dry up the source

The Post Office Won't "Take Sides?" 

At the present time, the government is in the power 
business on a wide scale. It is proposed that this scale 
be immesnely broadened in the future, with government 
plants operating in every section of the country. 

In view of the government's action, through the 
post office department, in recent strikes, possible results 
of this are interesting and important. 

The post office refustrd to deliver parcel post packages 
addressed to workers within a picketed steel plant on the 
grounds that it would not "take sides" in an industrial 
dispute. Suppose the government likewise . supplied 
the electric power to such plants. With the mail prece- 
dent in view, could it not decline to deliver cm-rent? 
By supplying electricity it would enable men at work 
to continue at work and would be definitely "taking 
sides." 

There is nothing far fetched in this. For the first 
time in our history, the post office has refused to deliver 
mail when it was possible to do so. Electric power is 
today the sole source of energy in the great bulk of in- 
dustries of all kinds — without power, all operations 
automatically come to a stop. If the post office feels that 
the delivery of mail to a strike-bound plant shows preju/ 
dice in favor of one side, certainly the delivery of power 
would show prejudice to a far greater extent. 

This little incident shows the staggering amount of 
control over all our lives and industries achieved by gov- 
ernment when it controls and operates basic industries 
and services. Let government go far enough into busi- 
ness, and it vrill become the decisive factor in differences 
of all kinds, with the power to make or break any in- 
dustry, any movement, any enterprise.

Poi«on in Berries and Leaves 

of Some Garden Planli 

According to a Home Gardening 
expert, many common plants con- 
tain dangerous poisons, warns a 
writer in Pearson's London Weekly. 
There is deadly prussic acid In 
leaves and roots of arum Ulies, in 
hawthorn berries, and in the leaves 
of the cherry laurel. Another acidic 
poison, oxalic acid, Is contamed in 
the berries of the barberry species. 
The poisonous cytlstme is found 
In butcher's broom berries, and In 
laburnum seeds, while Christmas 
roses are dangerous on account of 
the helleborin in them. Every part 
of the common daisy, and the sticky 
Juice of the dandelion stem, are also 
poisonous. 

Dlgitalin, a deadly drug, is con- 
tained in foxglove leaves, while hol- 
ly berries hold several poisons. Peo- 
ple are also warned against the 
ivy berries, which are full of heder- 
ine. Lupin seeds contain lupinine, 
■nd the berries of Daphne, daph- 
nlne. The entire monkshood plant 
is impregnated with aconitme, and 
poppy heads are full of .morphine, 
the chief narcotic agent in opium. 
Finally, the yew is dangerous .on 
account of its taxine content. Tax- 
ine is a poison which causes suffoca- 
tion. 



Cheese Wizardry 

Cheeses, every epicure recog- 
nizes, rely for their distinctive fla- 
vors on a fungus called penicilllum. 
Its function is to create the mold 
without which most cheeses would 
bj distastefully anaemic. Included 
in Its family group are innumerabla 
sub-varieties, each with a singular 
characteristic. Those famous Roque- 
fort caves in France, where milliona 
of cheeses ripen annually, are in- 
fested with Pcnicillium Roquefort!, 
and i\3 presence accounts for this 
local industry's world-wide reputa- 
tion, according tO London Til;-Bita 
Magazine.

Few Hours Is Advised.

Nothing puts that desirable 
"June" navor In milk quite so suc- 
cessfully as tender green -gross, but 
In order to avoid the undesirable 
odor and flavor which nearly al- 
ways occurs when cows are flrst 
turned on pasture, it is necessary 
to observe caution in the pasturing 
practice. 

Research workers at the Califor- 
nia and Oklahoma Agricultural Ex- 
periment stations have shown that 
it cows are kept away from rough- 
ages, especially green roughages, 
at least. five hours before milking 
very little of the "feedy" flavor will 
be evident, in the milk. This same 
procedure can be applied to pas- 
turing practices. The cows can be 
■ turned on pasture immediately aft- 
er the morning milking but they 
Bhould be removed to a dry lot or 
barn at least five hours before the 
next milking, 

If this practice Is followed for the 
flrst two or three weeks in the 
spring, there will be very little of 
the undesirable grass odor and fla- 
vor in the milk. This practice will 
even elimhiate most of the wild gar- 
lic or onion flavor if these plant 
are found in the pasture. At. the 
flame time the* cows will have 
enough time to consume the neees- 
Bary quantity of grass to supply 
their needs. 

To get the very finest flavor in 
milk during the pasture season, it is 
suggested that this procedure be fol- 
lowed throughout the entire time.

I on Auto Tire Punctures 

; London. —^ An exhaustive Inquiry 
-Into the causes and cure's of auto- 
mobile tire punctures has just been 
concluded in Great Britain by 1,000 
roads patrols. 

, The Inveatigation, confined large- 
ly to the main roads of the country, 
.was organized by the Automobile 
lassociation after it had\ received 
many complaints that modem meth- 
|ods of. road surfacing, combined 
iwith the higher braking power and 
[quicker acceleration pouessed by 
.cars, shorten the life of the best 
'tires : by several' thousand miles,',; ^ 
i An analysis of the return shows 
jthat three-quarters of the punctures 
that came under the notice of the ob- 
servers were in the rear tires, and 
ithat of the number two-thirds were 
In tires on the near side rear wheel. 
The explanation was simple. Any 
loose material on a roadway Is qcat- 
Itercd by passing cars to the edge of 
jtha highway, and the small flints 
and stone dressing lie there ready to 
embed themselves In the tires of the 
cars that follow. 

: The rear tires, being on the driv- 
ing wheels, are more prone to suf- 
fer first; and the near side tires 
ore those which come into contact 
with the most generous share of 
sharp points. The remedy suggest- 
ed by an A. A, ofHcial is more care- 
ful road surfacing and systematic 
road cleansing, with more atten- 
tion to the sides.

Make Summer Plantings 



M 



ANY gardeners believe that 
'most planting should be done 
in the spring or early summer. 
Vegetables thus are ready for the 
table" in late summer and fall, ac- 
cording to the length of time re- 
quired for maturing. 

For vegetables maturing fairly 
rapidly, however* midsummer is as 
desirable a time for planting as 
spring. With a second planting of 
the fast-growing garden items, there 
is fresh food for the table well into 
the fall, and vegetables to be stored 
are more crisp and in better condi- 
tion to be kept over a period of 
several months. f 

In fact, Chinescor Celery Cabbage 
must not be planted before mid- 
summer. If planted too soon it forms 
a useless plant with leaves much 
like mustard or turnip and soon 
produces a seed stalk instead of a 
head, f 

Kadish, Spinach, Early Cabbage, 
Beans, Sweet Corn and Beets are 
excellent crops for mid-summer 
planting. Turnips and Rutabaga 
also thrive when planted in July. 

Gardeners sometimes have the 
feeling that the warm, dry summer 
months are not suitable for germi- 
nation and sprouting of seed. 
Drouthy conditions may easily be 
overcome in the garden. When ready 
to plant, form the drill and fill it 
with water. When excess water has 
drained away, leaving the soil mod- 
erat«1y moist, the seeds may be 
planted and covered as usual. 

In some cases, mid-summer plant- 
ing is actoallv better than spring 
fdanting, for the crop is finer when 
t matures in the cool, moist fall, 
rather than in the warm, dry sum- 
mer. Spring planting is important, 
of course,*to provide fresh vege- 
tables throughout the summer. But 
none need miss the joy of tasty fresh 
vegetables in September, -October 
and November. •

A GARDEN loses its charm when 
it is neglected. A jittle attention 
at strategic times dunnp the sum- 
mer will keep your garden out ol 
the "forlorn" class. 

A bit of "tidying" is necess.ii> 
with bulb flftwers that'have bloomed. 
and drooped. If bulbs are to be Iclf 
in the ground, remove the unsiglitl> 
past prime stalk.leavingjustenough 

Btub so the bulbs can be located in 
the fall. If it is desired to remove 
the bulbs entirely, store them until 
flUl in a dark, dry place. 
l%he beauty of the garden scene 
is enhanced, of course, if annuals 
are grown in the space left unused 
by removal or clipping of bulb 

flowers, t ,. xi_* . 

It is advised also to clip the tops 
of early-blooming perennials when 
they have begun to wilt. This is a 
cood move not only because it keeps 
Uie garden neater, but because there 
is a chance of procuring a second 
bloom from some.flowers if the first 
is just past its prime. This applies 
particularly to Delphinium, Sweet 
William, Perennial Dianthus and 
Pyrethrum. 

In almost all cases, annuals bloom 
more abundantly if they are picked 
regularlv. Continuation of bloom 
adds much, of course, to the charm 
of the garden; and if one picks 
regularly he can keep the plants 
free of dead foliage. 

Later in the season the gardener 
may wish to keep annuals well 
picked to prevent reseeding. In cer- 
tain localities certain annuals tend 
to mature seed, drop it, and produce 
an unwanted profusion of seedlings 
the following spring. The gardener 
should ascertain which annuals are 
likely to reseed in his territory. 
It will be desirable in the fall, 
when perennials have lost their 
beauty as foliage, to cut them to the 
ground. < « 

Throughout the summer, regular 
weeding will be necessary, naturally. 
The last stroke of the season, in 
maintaining a good-looking garden, 
is to mulch perennials and bulbs 
neatly, after the ground has frozen 
solidly.

For many years science has been 
seeking to discover the secret of 
the, flavor of the most famous 
cheeses— what it is, aside from dif- 
ferent names, that makes Cam- 
embert, Brie, Stilton and Roquefort 
individual.

It is, par excel- 
lence, the maker of green cheese, 
and its special virtue is that it can 
live and thrive in cheese cracks 
where the supply of ov^gen is very 
tmall.

AIR SERVICE OVER 
ATUNTIC PLANNED 

Britain Gathers Data to Plot 
Flying Charts. 

Londoni England. —At Foynes, on 
the River Shannon in Ireland,- imag- 
inary-eights are made daily over, 
the Atlantic, in preparation for reg- 
ular air; service to America, the 
air ministry has revealed. 

Meteorological experts of the air 
ministry and Imperial Airways 
plot ,.a !'ilight" in accord with re- 
ports of wind strength and direc- 
tion and other weather information 
received by radio from ships and 
transferred immediately to "syn- 
optic" charts that give a general 
picture of the weather over the 
2,000 miles between Ireland and 
Newfoundland. 

The experiments were begun in 
X^ondon, but when they, reached an 
advanced stage they were trans- 
ferred to Foynes, near which are 
the land and sea bases from which 
the Imperial and Pan-American 
planes will operate across the At- 
lantic. 

Accepted Theories Erroneous. 

The work has shown that gen- 
erally accepted beliefs about At- 
lantic weather must be radically 
revise^ Prevalent, for example, is 
the th'BOry of a constant west to 
•ast wind, making all flights from 
Europe to America difficult and 
dangerous. This is generally true, 
but the weather men have discov- 
ered that there are many days 
when conditions favor rather than 
hamper the westward flight. 

On a day in last December, for 
example, the wind was blowing so 
strongly from the east all the way 
across the ocean that a flight to 
America could have been made in 
record time. 

In addition to constant weather 
information received from transat- 
lantic steamers the Foynes station 
has a weather expert journeying 
back and forth constantly across the 
north Atlantic on board the steam- 
er Manchester Port. His duty Is to 
discover all he can about prevail- 
ing air currents and conditions in 
the upper air. His work will be 
continued for a year. 

Looses Small Balloons. 
■He releases small colored bal- 
loons of hydrogen, which rise at 
the rate of 500 feet a minute to the 
limit of visibility, which is about 
10,000 feet. Variations of their 
course show the direction and 
strength of winds affecting them. 
After lightning calculations and 
comparisons with weather reports 
received by radio from other ships 
this data is flashed to Foynes. Up- 
per air temperatures also are taken 
to combat the problem of ice for- 
mation on the planes.

Marks of Past Illness 

Shown by Hair and Nails 

Signs of past illness often re- 
mnln long after the illness has end- 
ed.

When anyone gets run down In 
general health, the nails frequently 
sufTer in other ways, especially If 
the condition is a chronic one. They 
may become brittle and crack eas- 
ily, while sometimes they are pit- 
led with small holes as though they 
had been worm-eaten. 

To restore the appearance of the 
nails you must, of course, first re- 
store the general health. The prin- 
cipal cause of the debility must be 
treated, and when this has been 
done improvement in the circulation 
follows. As soon as the nails be- 
gin again to get proper nourish- 
ment they quickly regain their 
healthy look.
